Donald J. Foumier was an employee of Boston Scientific Corporation, during the period 
in which he jointly invented subject matter claimed in the above identified application. 
This application was filed as a U.S. application on July 23, 1996. 
Donald J. Foumier is no longer an employee of Boston Scientific Corporation. 
The above identified application received a Notification Of Missing Requirements 
requiring the declaration of the inventors by September 5, 1996, or by February 5, 1997 
with a 4 month petition for extension pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .136(a). 
On December 5, 1996 1 mailed a copy of US, Appln. 08/685,338 to Donald J, Foumier 
and instructed him to review the application and sign and date the Declaration and 
Assignment which were previously sent to him on October 3 1 , 1 996 and to return the 
documents in the self-addressed envelope provided A copy of this letter is attached to 
this declaration as exhibit A. 

On January 6 7 1 997, Donald J. Foumier mailed a letter to me indicating that he had 
received the application, declaration and assignment. Mr. Foumier also indicated that he 
refused to review, sign and return the forwarded documents until the Company forwarded 
$2,500 to him for review of the documents by him and by separate legal counsel A copy 
of this letter is attached to this declaration as exhibit B- 

On January 30, 1997, J attempted to telephone Donald J. Foumier to discuss the situation 
using the telephone number which is listed with directory service under the return address 
from his letter of January 6, 1997, but the number had been disconnected. 
On January 31,1 997, 1 sent Mr, Foumier a letter by Express Mail informing him that his 
request for $2,500 was too high and that we would be open to negotiating a more 
reasonable fee for his time, I requested that he contact me to discuss the situation. A 
copy of this letter is attached to this declaration as exhibit C. 

As of February 4, the day before the response to the above mentioned Notice of Missing 
Parts is due with extensions, we have not received a response from Mr. Foumier. 
I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and that 
all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further that 
these statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like 
so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment* or both under Section 1001 of Title 18 
of the United States Code and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the 
validity of the application or any patent issued thereon. 
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
